The campaign for the European re¬ 
lief fund providing food and medical 
aid for the children of central and 
eastern Europe, was launched Tues¬ 
day night at a meeting called by 
Mayor Holston at the city hall. Mrs. 
William Palmer Lucas of San Fran¬ 
cisco was speaker of the evening. She 
became acquainted with conditions 
through two years*' relief work in 
France under the American Bed 
Cross. A speaker of unusual power, 
her audience thrilled to her pictures 
of the terrible conditions now pre¬ 
vailing in Europe. She stated that 
every dollar contributed by America 
pays for a dollar’s worth of food, till 
expense of transportation, distribu¬ 
tion, etc., being met by the countries 
to whom the food is sent. Any addi¬ 
tional expense is met by a special 
fund provided Mr. Hoover for the pur¬ 
pose. Every dollars buys food in the 
United States, a great portion of it 
being spent in California. Every dol¬ 
lar’s worth reaches a starving child, 
who consumes It at a reeding station, 
after passing a starvation test. 

No nationality, no enmities, no dis¬ 
criminations are allowed. Jews, 
Protestants, and XRoman Catholics, 
rich and poor, join hands in a com¬ 
mon cause. 

Mrs. Lucas' speech was followed by 
expressions of opinion from many in 
the audience as to how South San 
Francisco should do its share. The 
churches were represented by Father 
Moran, A. A. Whitten, and Rev. E. H. 
Molony. L. E. Adams spoke for the 
schools. W. J. Martin, Daniel Mc- 
Sweeney, H. Minucciani, and Thomas 
L. Hickey all spoke. Mr. Hickey start- - 
ed the subscription. One luindred dol¬ 
lars was given before the meeting 
adjourned. Father Moran’s suggestion 
was accepted that a house-to-house 
canvass be made. 

Mr. Holston has appointed the fol¬ 
lowing committees: For the factories, 
H. E. Smith, secretary of the Chamber 
of Commerce, and O. Larriniore, 
secretary of the Y. M. C. A. For the 
merchants, J. W. Coleberd, Judge E.

For the residential 
district, Rev. E. H. Molony, chairman.

That district directly tributary to 
South San Francisco may be the loca¬ 
tion in the near future of« a mag¬ 
nificent new auto speedway, is a late 
announcement and one of tlie most 
interesting industrial developments in 
San Mateo county for many months. 
It. C. Durant, one of the head officials 
of the General Motors Company but 
now independent of that concern, is 
at the head of the automobile men 
interested in looking for a new loca¬ 
tion. It is reported that he lias as¬ 
sociated with him several of the most 
prominent of the Detroit automobile 
manufacturers. Last Saturday Durant 
paid a visit to tills city and looked 
over tin* site available, and expressed 
himself as much* pleased witli condi¬ 
tions here. II* was accompanied by 
W. J. Martin, general manager of the 
South San Francisco Land and Im¬ 
provement Company, by a delegation 
from tjie South San Francisco Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, and by several auto¬ 
mobile men who are interested with 
him h. the m w project. 

Tli" large tract of level land just 
north of the old Tanforan racetrack 
and owned by the Land Company, was 
the tract inspected. It is ideally lo¬ 
cated for tlie purpose, being level, of 
sufficient size, and easily and quickly 
accessible to Sun Francisco by two 
railroads and by paved boulevards. 
The success and eminence that the 
Tanforan racetrack attained when 
horse racing was in its heyday may 
be no small factor in deciding the 
choice for the local tract. The old 
track was tln#scene of many brilliant 
racing meets and was also' the place 
where the first aviation event ever 
held in the West took place. It fell 
into disuse when horse racing waned. 

That other and most important auto 
interests may also lie involved, is indi¬ 
cated by tlie following news item that 
appeared in tlie San Francisco Chroni¬ 
cle last Sunday: 

“The Pacific Const unit of tlie new 
Durant Motors, Inc., is to come to 
I Ills side of tile bay, if the statements 
i and actions of K. C. Durant and his 
assistant, C. M. Stevens, are to be 
! taken as having any meaning. Yes- 
! terday Durant paid a visit to South 
1 San Francisco with a party of men 
i interested in his organization and in 
tlie interests of South San Francisco 
as well, and after a thorough inspec¬ 
tion of the sites offered, the young 
j motor car manufacturer expressed 
himself as very favorably impressed 
witli tlie advantages of flue aggres¬ 
sive manufacturing city. 

"Durant Jr. is going East to confer 
with Ills father on the matter of the 
Coast plant within a few days, and 
will not announce tlie location until 
after his return.”

A report was received from 
County Auditor J. J. Shields, as re¬ 
quested by the board, on tlie matter 
of a claim from the city of Burlin¬ 
game for $417 for reimbursement of 
taxes collected for road purposes up 
to July 1, 1920, being taxes on prop¬ 
erty recently annexed to the city of 
Burlingame at a special election. 
Auditor Shields reported that tlie 
taxes should be paid to tiia city of 
Burlingame, but found that tlie cor- 
rect amount due is $119.99 and not 
$417, as claimed. 

The names of tlie trial jurors se¬ 
lect! d on tlie instructions of Superior 
Judge George H. Buck were read and 
ordered filed. Those named will be 
notified by County Clerk Elizabeth M. 
Nash of their selection to serve as 
trial jurors in tlie superior court dur¬ 
ing tlie coming year.

.Many ( olmii llog Ranchers Come to 
Grief in Justice Court. 


A suit for damages in tlie sum of 
$3260, growing out of an auto acci¬ 
dent tin 1 4th day of last July, lias Laoii 
filed in the superior court by Berio 
ltatto of Oolma against G. Zunio, said 
to be part owner of tlie car in which 
Ratto and two sisters and a brother 
were riding. The driver of the car, 
Giovanni Poggi, was killed in the ac¬ 
cident, and W. A. Brooke, adminis¬ 
trator of Poggi’i. estate, is made de¬ 
fendant with Zunio. 

Ratto contends that Poggi drove tlie 
machine in a careless manner, strik¬ 
ing a car of the United Railroads al 
the C’olma crossing, resulting in liis 
being thrown out, causing his left leg 
to be fractured, one finger being frac¬ 
tured, and sustaining serious wounds 
and cuts about the head and body. 
The complaint alleges that ltatto’s 
sisters and brother also sustained in¬ 
juries. 


Wednesday, March 2d, will lie hog 
ranchers’ day in Judge Smith’s court. 
At 2:30 o’clock of that day tlie cases 
against Faustino Gianni, F. Di Veccho,

Commissioner of Corporations E. C. 
Bellows lias just completed a report 
of the activities of the State Corpora¬ 
tion Department for the year 1920, 
showing the number of permits and 
formal orders as well as licenses is¬ 
sued to brokers and agents by the 
department during that year. 

The report shows there were 6700 
permits and orders issued in 1920, as 
against 3756 in the twelve-month 
period of 1919. This is an increase 
of 2944 permits and orders issued by 
the commissioner in 1920 over 1919. 

In 1920 there were 864 brokers’ 
licenses issued and 5487 agents’ 
licenses issued. The agents are 
licensed to represent brokers and 
companies in the sale of securities in 
California. 

While the great increase in busi¬ 
ness transacted by the department is 
indicated in the figures given above, 
they do not give the exact indication 
of said increase. The actual business 
transacted by the department in 192Q, 
as compared to 1919, shows an in¬ 
crease of more than 100 per cent.

This will tie a wonderful world 
when more men and women realize 
their God-given heritage and posses¬ 
sion. There will be less envying, hat 
ing, judging, killihg, and more 0 f 
what Paul calls “the fruit of the 
spirit,” love, joy, peace, long-suff er . 
ing, gentleness, goodness, for man 
is the reflection of God’s goodness 
of God’s love, indeed of all the q ua i b 
ties of God; and it is only in the 
prefect reflection that God is ex¬ 
pressed in the world. Was not this 
spiritual man what Jesus had j n 
mind when he said, “Be ye there¬ 
fore perfect, even as your Father in 
Heaven is perfect?” 

Now let us consider the other ac¬ 
count of creation. In the second 
chapter of Genesis, the record runs 
“And the Lord God formed man of 
the dust of the ground, and breathed 
into his nostrils the breath of life- 
and man became a living soul.” And 
then how woman was created, how 
God caused a deep sleep to fall up on 
man ind from his side He took 
a rib, and of- the rib woman was 
made. Ever since that concept of 
man created from the dust, he has 
been the victim of sin, sickness, sor¬ 
row and death. The historical part 
of the Old Testament is filled with 
an account of the sin, failures, des¬ 
truction of this man of the dust. 
Earth’s secular history today and for 
generations has been largely an ac¬ 
count of the disappointments and 
disasters of this man of the dust. 
Has not the world been recently con¬ 
vulsed with its greatest tragedy all 
because of the false aims, hopes and 
ambitions of this man of the dust? 

Woman through the centuries has 
been regarded as an inferior creature, 
often a slave, all because of this false 
theory, that man is of the dust, and 
woman of his rib. It is only as Truth 
is enlightening the world that woman 
is achieving her rightful place as 
man’s co-equal; and it will be only as 
the truth covers the eai^th, even as 
the waters cover the sea, that the 
world will come to know and under¬ 
stand the “male and female” of God’s 
creation as revealed in the first chap¬ 
ter of Genesis. 

With these two pictures before us, 
man of the earth, earthy, bowed be¬ 
neath the weight of human misery 
and woe, and man in God’s image and 
likeness, reflecting the Godlike, the 
spiritual, the perfect, why do we hesi¬ 
tate to proclaim ourselves and our 
race of the true type with God-given 
power and dominion over every liv¬ 
ing thing; for God has ordained this 
power and dominion in the first chap¬ 
ter of Genesis, the 28th verse. Is It 
not, too, in harmony with the prom¬ 
ise of Jesus quote in the beginning 
of this lecture, “Behold I give unto 
you power over all the power of 
the enemy?” Does it not occur to 
you that when Jesus came to his 
earthly ministry and found man sick, 
sinning, sorrowing and dying, he re¬ 
membered this early ordinance of 
God and re-enacted it in those stirring 
words, calling the world to action on 
a basis of spiritual power with a 
new promise; and then proceeded 
to demonstrate by so-called miracles, 
step by step, man’s power and ability 
to overcome all the power of the 
enemy? 

MORTAL MIND. 

What is the enemy over which 
Jesus says we have power? Paul 
says: “To be carnally minded is 
death, but to be spiritually minded 
is life, and peace; because the carnal 
mind is enmity against God." The 
enemy is, therefore, the carnal or 
fleshly mind, or as Mrs. Eddy calls 
it in Science and Health, the “mortal 
mind,” as opposed to the divine 
Mind. 

Mortal mind, as it is understood 
and used in Christian Science, is not 
an entity, but is rather the absence of 
the reflection of the divine Mind. It 
is, in other words, a state of ignor¬ 
ance and when it is the only mind 
that a human being has or knows 
anything about it subjects him to 
every ill to which the flesh is heir, 
and this subjection is not decreased 
but is rather increased by what is 
ordinarily called education, unless 
this education be carried on with an 
understanding of the truth about God 
as revealed in Christian Science. For 
instance, the man who knows most 
and is the best educated on the sub¬ 
ject of so-called symptoms of dis¬ 
ease is soonest the victim of some 
disease, or, the man who is best in¬ 
formed on the subject of human an¬ 
atomy is oftenest finding something 
wrong with his anatomy. Was not 
this thought in the mind of the wise 
man, King of Jerusalem, when he 
wrote a long time ago, “for in much 
wisdom is much grief, and he that 
increaseth knowledge increaseth sor¬ 
row.” 

Mortal mind is full of fear, doubt, 
anxiety, envy, hatred, malice, and 
what not of all this evil brood. It’ s 
no wonder that man governed by 
mortal mind is sick. Every so-called 
disease is some phase of mortal 
mind, fear, ignorance or sin. Jesus 
early in his ministry told his d> s ‘ 
ciples that they had power over this 
enemy, and this is easily understood, 
for every one can qee that in pro -

HAMLET MODEL YOUNG MAN 

Writer Declares That Melancholy Dane 
Was “Perfect Lady's Perfect 
Gentleman." 

We are told In so many words that 
he was a model young man. He has 
presented the English language with 
two of its stereotyped phrases for the 
marking of a standardized perfection; 
he Is called “the glnss of fashion and 
the mold of form.” The utterance of 
these words by Ophelia is as illumina¬ 
tive as the words themselves. It Is 
plain that the youthful Hamlet lives 
up meticulously, not only to conven¬ 
tional, but to feminine, to maidenly, 
standards of propriety and excellence. 
He Is the perfect lady’s perfect gentle¬ 
man, O. W. Firkins writes In the North 
American Review. 

But we do not need Ophelia’s testi¬ 
mony; listen to the young man him¬ 
self. His mother urges him not to re¬ 
turn to college. “I shall in all my best 
obey you, Madam,’’ he replies with a 
filial decorum which Samuel Richard¬ 
son or Hannah More could not have 
mended. Observe the nature of his ob¬ 
jections to suicide: 

Oh, that the Everlasting had not llxed 
His canon ’gainst self-slaughter. 

He condemns the act, not because It 
is cowardly or simply Immoral, but be¬ 
cause it Is uneanonlcal, unscriptural. 
Here Is a young man In whom his 
catechist or confessor may rejoice.

Shakespeare 
has not forgotten to Inform us that he 
kept a note book. Within two minutes 
after his father’s ghost has ended the 
appalling tale of the murder In the 
garden, the young prince Is jotting 
down by moonlight an Invaluable 
memorandum about the relations of 
smiles to vlllany. Do I mean that 
Hamlet Is a fool? Not at all. Hamlet 
has a strong mind, but its strength Is 
shown at the outset In the docility and 
thoroughness of Its assent to the 
proposition of its teachers.

Of the Eye of a Fred- 

The smallest camera in the world 
which has actually “taken” pictures is 
doubtless the eye of the frog, says 
Boys’ Life. It has been found that if 
a frog is kept In the dark for some 
time the retina of the eye, on being 
dissected, is found to have a purple 
reddish color which fades away or be¬ 
comes bleached on exposure to day¬ 
light. If the eye be placed In front of 
a window and left there, or “exposed” 
for some time, and then fixed In a 4 
per cent solution of alum the opto¬ 
gram is partially fixed and retains an- 
Inverted picture of the window. It is 
claimed that by a similar photographic 
process the last picture or image re¬ 
tained by the eye of a dead man or 
animal may be preserved. 

Natural Thermometer. 

It was a wonderful sapphire, so it is 
said, that led the celebrated Doctor 
Sorby to the discovery of the nature 
of the liquid sometimes found In¬ 
closed in the cavities of crystals. 

The gem In question contained a 
tube-shaped cavity, a quarter of an 
inch long and an eighteenth of an Inch 
in diameter, which was so regular In 
its bore that It served, by means of 
the liquid partially filling it, for a 
thermometer. The contained liquid 
half-filled the bore at 50 degrees F. 
and completely filled It at 80 degrees. 
A study of the rate of expansion of 
the liquid led to the conclusion that it 
must be carbonic acid.

HOLDS REGULAR MEET

The Chamber of Commerce h^ld its j 
semi-monthly meeting Wednesday, 
evening at California Hall. Many 
subjects of importance to the city as 
a whole were brought up and dis¬ 
cussed from every angle. 

A. S. W. Grundy, chairman of the 
committee on transportation between 
San Bruno and South San Francisco, 
appointed to confer with a similar 
committee from the South San Fran¬ 
cisco Chamber of Commerce, reported 
that the two committees had met and 
that the transportation problem, as 
pertaining to the establishment of a 
bus line between the two cities, was 
discussed thoroughly. The two com¬ 
mittees are to put the matter before 
their respective city trustees with a 
view to eliminating any existing ordi¬ 
nances which might prove a hindrance 
in the establishment of this transpor¬ 
tation link. 

Mr. Grundy further reported that 
the problem of transportation for the 
northern end of San Mateo county was 
discussed and tha tthe county super¬ 
visors and the Southern Pacific will 
be consulted in an effort to establish 
better evening transportation service 
with San Francisco. The utilization 
of the defunct Ocean Shore railroad 
as far as Colma is being considered 
in Conjunction with tlie Southern Pa¬ 
cific tracks to San Bruno and then 
loop back to Third and Townsend 
streets in San Francisco.

SAFETY COURTESY

Sacramento—Although the scene of 
the active warfare between the cor¬ 
porations and the governor would seem 
to have gone south with his excellency, 
nevertheless there is much interest 
taken in the struggle here, and those 
at home are busy keeping the camp 
fires burning, as well as those at the 
front. 

The corporations seem to have con¬ 
fined their fight to publishing large 
advertisements in the daily papers in 
which they declare that the statements 
of the governor, in which he declares 
their taxes have not been increased in 
the last four years is a mistake and 
they show how the amount they have 
been paying has been steadily increas¬ 
ing year by year. In fact they claim 
that it has risen from six to ten mil¬ 
lions in that time and that now it is 
proposed to increase it to sixteen mil¬ 
lions, or one hundred and fifty per 
cent in a few years. They also claim 
that the amount demanded by the 
state budget board is entirely too high 
and that it can be easily cut down so 
that the amount they will have to pay 
at the present tax rates will be ample 
for all the necessities of the state. 

To the first of those assertions the 
answer is made by the administration 
that while it is true that the corpora¬ 
tions have had to pay more, the in 
creased amount is due to the large in¬ 
crease In their business, as a result 
of the increase in rates that the na¬ 
tional and state railroad commissions 
have allowed them, and that therefore 
it represents more of a profit for them 
and not less; and that It is equivalent 
to saying that a man who had ac¬ 
quired more property was paying more 
taxes than before he bought it, which 
does not mean that his taxes are rela¬ 
tively higher. 

To the second assertion that $15,- 
000,000 can be saved by economy on 
the part of the state in the next two 
years, there is an insistent demand, 
led by Chairman Mott of the board of 
control, to show where the cuts to 
save the fifteen millions can be made. 

He points to the largo sums that the 
people themselves have voted for edu¬ 
cational purposes. He asks. Would we 
cut down our already too limited edu¬ 
cational facilities? The sums for the 
highways; for the insane asylums, 
would we cut them out? Would we 
deprive the homeless children of 
| homes, or the widowed mothers of 
their stipends? 

State Board of Equalization Sends 
Warning. 

Meantime the state board of equali¬ 
zation has sent word to the various 
county tax collectors and assessors to 
prepare to levy a tax of 22 cents, if 
the King tax bill be again defeated, 
which will mean that besides the sums 
the people now pay for city and county 
taxes they will have to pay $2.20 on 
every hundred dollars worth of prop¬ 
erty they owt} towards the support of 
the state 

As it is expected that that tax will 
yield $15,000,000 towards the $81,000,- 
000 biennial budget, it follows that the 
individual taxpayer, farmer, business 
man and mechanic would be contrib¬ 
uting one fifth, very nearly, or over 18 
per cent towards the support of Jthe 
state government, besides the amount 
spent on county governments and mu¬ 
nicipalities. 

While one side has claimed (al¬ 
though the commission says it wus 
misunderstood) that the railroad com¬ 
mission has threatened to increase 
rates if the tax rate on railroads, etc., 
is raised, the other side announces that 
recalls will be started against any 
member of the legislature who opposes 
the King bill. It is evident therefore 
that the fight is only in its infancy, 
especially as it is also urged that the 
whole matter can be taken to the Su¬ 
preme Court on the demand that the 
taxation is not equitable, as the con¬ 
stitution declares it should be. 

Another curious phase of the whole 
affair is that there is a rumor that 
at the bottom the corporations would 
not object to see the people taxed the 
extra $2.20, because it would hasten 
the day of state control and they could 
sell out at a profit, while the opposi¬ 
tion takes the ground that it would 
not be sorry to see the King bill de 
feated because it would mean the in¬ 
auguration of a campaign for govern¬ 
ment ownership, and that therefore 
they favor imposing the extra burden 
on the people. 

Congressman Nolan May Be Secretary 
of Labor. 

There is a revival of the gossip that 
Congressman Nolan may go into the 
cabinet, as secretary of labor. It is 
understood that while Senator John¬ 
son would not openly oppose the nom¬ 
ination of Hoover to a cabinet posi¬ 
tion, that he would not be pleased by 
the nomination, and that the new presi¬ 
dent realizing that fact will give 
Hoover some very important position 
abroad, possibly in connection with the 
plan to establish some sort of a com 
promise League of Nations. That 
would please Johnson much bettei 
than to have him in the cabinet, and 
is said, moreover, to be more tc 
Hoover’s own taste.

The announcement from Washing¬ 
ton that congress does not propose to 
increase the number of members of 
the lower house, and that California 
will have an increase of three mem¬ 
bers, more than any other state in the 
Union, bringing its congressional dis¬ 
tricts up to fourteen, is causing con¬ 
siderable interest among the poli¬ 
ticians. 

When the present congressional ap¬ 
portionment was made in 1911, the 
progressives were in the full swing of 
their power, and several of the dis¬ 
tricts were carved out to please them, 
as in the first district which returned 
Kent over McKinley and Hart. The 
result was equally favorable to Raker 
in the second, and though a democrat, 
and his district always strongly repub¬ 
lican, he has managed to be returned 
to Washington without difficulty, even 
securing the republican nomination. 

Hut as the legislature is almost 
unanimously republican, and as. of 
course, there is no end of candidates 
for congress in both houses of the 
Sacramento lawmakers, it follows that 
in carving out the fourteen new dis¬ 
tricts an effort will be made to eliin 
inate the democrats—in the first and 
second districts^—and to so arrange 
ihese districts That ambitious gentle¬ 
men who would like to carry them, 
and are now in the legislature, may 
have their tasks lightened for them. 

It iH very difficult to arrange mat¬ 
ters satisfactorily, however, for the 
reason that congressional districts 
must be contiguous in territory, and 
that there are no railroads crossing 
the state from the great valleys at 
many points east and west, but only 
north and south. Again we have many 
counties which have only a nominal 
population, and yet cover a large area; 
as for instance Alpine with its seventy- 
two votes. The result is that the dis¬ 
tricts have to be made enormously 
large—bigger than states in the east, 
or nations in Europe—and it is diffi¬ 
cult and expensive to cover them in 
a campaign. 

Interested Discussion as to California’s 
New Political Districts. 

But difficult as is the problem of 
cutting the state up into congressional 
districts, that is as nothing compared 
to the problem of reapportioning it into 
senatorial and assembly districts, be¬ 
cause here the provision that all ter¬ 
ritory must be contiguous is rendered 
increasingly complicated by the fact 
that the state constitution not only in¬ 
cludes that provision, but adds that no 
part of a county can be added to any 
other county or part of a county to 
make up either a senatorial or assem¬ 
bly district. Thus, while it has been 
possible to include a part of San Fran¬ 
cisco with Santa Clara and San Benito 
counties in the past, to make up a 
district for congressman, that can not 
be done when it comes to a state sena¬ 
tor or assemblyman, and yet at the 
same time the number of districts is 
fixed. There is, therefore, the neces¬ 
sity very often of giving some districts 
less than the number of citizens that 
should be represented, while others 
have more. Of course such a condi¬ 
tion creates no end of animosities, and 
to it is added the perpetual fight be¬ 
tween the south and the north, and as 
Los Angeles covers over 300 square 
miles, while San Francisco covers only 
forty-six, there is a bitter fight on the 
part of the smaller city to keep up a 
representation that will equal its rival 
south of the Tehacnapi. 

This Legislature Has Many Compli¬ 
cated Problems to Solve. 

It will be seen, therefore, that the 
legislature, when it meets, has a num¬ 
ber of very complicated problems to 
solve, and that the chances for a long 
session are excellent. The first fight, 
of course, will be the corporation tax 
measure, and that will take up until 
March, no doubt, as if it is not passed 
in the first few days of the session, 
the tax bill imposing a tax of $2.20 on 
the general property of the state will 
have to be rushed through 

The tax rate bill settled, there will 
come the fight over the reduction in 
the expenses of the state, and that 
promises to be very bitter, also, as a 
large and very influential lobby of job¬ 
holders is already active in the matter.
